BLACK GOLD IS 
PRIDE OF TURF 


Too Much Popularity May In­ 
jure Chances of Hoots Colt; 
Liked by Racing Public, 


Louisville, 
Ky.—Too much popu­ 
larity may affect the tu rf career o f 
Black Gold, as it Anally ruined fa ­ 
mous Old Rosebud, ten years ago, in 
the opinion of Kentucky tu rf experts 
who see in the public clamor for the 
Hoots colt many of the possibilities 
which brought destiny to Old Rose­ 
bud. 
Not since 1914, when Old Rosebud 
won the Kentucky Derby and set the 
record for the race at 2:03 2-5, has 
there been a racer held so high in pub­ 
lic esteem. 
Lovers of horseflesh are 
showering their affections on this black 
son of Black Tony and the little Indian 
pony, Useeit. 
Old 
Rosebud, after winning 
the 
Derby in 1914, was sent E ast and 
broke down during a race at Belmont. 
His owners sent him to Texas and 
three years later he came back and 
beat Roamer and other leaders. 
He 
was so popular he was ‘‘raced to 
death" and was destroyed two years 
ago. 
IL G. Makes Bid 
For several years no horse received 
the adm iration that was Old Rose­ 
bud’s. 
Black Gold made a bid for it 
last winter when he won the Louisiana 
Derby at New Orleans. 
He was the 
favorite in the Kentucky Derby and 
came from behind to win the fiftieth 
renewal of that classic. 
He went on the Cleveland and an­ 
nexed his third derby, the Ohio event. 
His first reversal came in the Latonia 
Derby a short time later, when Chil­ 
howee and Giblon romped home ahead 
of him. Like the only race Man O’W ar 
ever lost, tu rf enthusiasts still are try ­ 
ing to explain how it happened. Black 
Gold obtained revenge by beating Gib­ 
lon by six lengths in the Chicago 
Derby. 
He thus equalled the record 
made in 1913 by Claude, the only other 
horse that ever won four derbies in 
a year. 
Chance Slipped By 
A chance to win five derbies in a 
single season slipped by at Ashland, 
Ky., when Boy Tail and Alta wood beat 
Black Gold, the favorite, by a nose. 
T urf experts began to wonder if Black 
Gold was not being raced too often to 
satisfy the demands of the public. 
Unlike famous thoroughbreds of old, 
Black Gold was not bred in the purple. 
There is some doubt as to his m other’s 
blue blood. 
Useeit belonged to an In­ 
dian, Al Hoots. 
When Hoots died his 
wife carried out her husband’s wish 
and mated Useeit with Black Tony, 
E. R. Bradley’s colt. 
Black Gold has 
won for Mrs. R. M. Hoots in two sea­ 
sons more than $100,000.

Gold now at U seeit’s side at the Idle 
Hour farm.
